DAMAGE BY CYCLONE, 

Hon. F. R. Latchford, has mae 
public the report of the Assistant 
Commissioner of Public Works, wha 
Was sent to investigate the damage 
done by the cyclone which visited 
the counties of Stormont and Dun- 
das on July 17 last. The report 
contains the following summary : 
District covered by storm, 80 miles; 
families affected, CO; logs in Min- 
chester township, $20,072; loss in 
Finch township, 89,307; loss in 0s. 
nabruck township,.§14,015; total 
loss, $458,304. 

In discussing the granting of Gov- 
ernment aid to the sufferers, the re- 
port points out that most .of the 
losers are well-to-do people, and that 
the State's responsibility in all cases 
of disaster appears, according to 
vsage, to bo merely to relieve tone 
porary distress, Ilaving visited the 
faniilies, the Assistant Commission~ 
er says he had bis sympathy aroused 
and desired if possible to reconunend 
that some aid be granted. “But,” 
he concludes, in carefully studying 
the whole situation I cannot see 
how it is possible to do so without 
augzxost ing a measure that would 
be a violation of the recognized re- 
sponsibility of the State in such 
matters and establishing a precedent 
which would lead to demande for aid 
in such cases lees deserving of 
sympathx.““

CONTINENT IN ANTARCTIC. 


Its Diccovery Attributed to the 
Expedition. 


A London despatch says: Presi- 
dent Markham, of the Royal Geogra⸗ 
phical Society, commenting on the 
achievement of the Britich Antarctic 
ship Discovery, says it bas beer 
proved conclusively that the greater 
part of the Antarctic region ia a 
vast continent. Capt. Scott, R. N., 
the commander of the Discovery, 
penetrated ono hundred miles further 
south than any previous explorer, 
and discovered an extensive mourn: 
tainous region, hitherto absolutey 
unknown, extending to 83 degrees, 
20 minutes south. He thinks this 
indicates that the land stretches te 
the Pole in a reries of very loft; 
mountains, which is considered to be 
far the most important geographical 
result ever achieved in Antarctic ex 
ploration. Ihe Discovery winte. od 
four hundred miles further south 
than any other vessel.

It is a regrettable fact that noth- 
ing is easier to form tk bad phy- 
sical habits, and nothing harder to 
break than such habits when they 
have been formed.

To 
the people of the United Kingdom he 
signed himself Edward R.,“ but it 
was “Edward R. I.“ to che people 
of India and the colonies. Consti- 
|tutionally this was strictly correct, 
ſor the Titles Act of 1876 stipulates 
that the Imperial dignity shall not 
de used in Britain, but only in In- 
dia. It is notable and characteris- 
tic that the German Emperor, who 
is Emperor only by reason of his 
position as King of Prussia, puts 
his Imperial 
Wilhelm I. R.“ Sovereigns always 
sign at the top of the paper: hence 
the phrase Given under our hand 
and seal.“ 

ROYAL ETIQUETTE. 

The reason is that no name may 
appear above the royal one. When 
Louis Philippe visited Queen Vic- 
jtoria at Windsor they went over 
Eton. Before leaving, their signa-

Combine mix⸗ 
tures, add one-half cup milk alter 
nately with one and one-quarter 
cups flour mixed and sifted with 
three teaspoons baking powder; 
then add whites of two eggs beaten 
stil. one and one-third squares 
melted chocolate, 
spoon salt, and one-quarter  toa- 
spoon vanilla. Bake in an angel- 
cake pan, remove from pan, cool, 
All the center with whipped cream, 
sweetened ard flavored and pour 
around. 

Orange Jelly. — Soak one and 
one-quarter tablespoons granulated 
gelatine in one-quarter cup cold wa- 
ter and .diseolve in three-quarters 
cup boiling water; add one-half cup 
sugar, three-quarters cup orange 
juice, and one and one-half table- 
spoons lemon juice. Remove pulp 
and juice from oranges by making a 
small hole at the stem end and in- 
troducing handle of apoon. Refill 
skins with mixture and set in cold 
place to chill,

Orange Surprise. — Mix three 
quarter cup orange juice, two table- 
spoons lemon juice, one-half cup 
sugar and yolks of three eggs. Cook 
until mixture thickens; then add 
two tablespoons granulated gclatine 
which has soaked 10 minutes in two 
tablespoons cold water: strain, add 
orange pulp drained from juice. 
mould, chill, and serve with this 
orange sauce. Beat whites of two 
eggs until stiff; add gradually one- 
half cup powdered sugar, juice from 
one large orange and lemon juice to 
taste, about one tablespoon. 

Chocolate Sauce. — This sauce will 
be found a convenient one and is 
quite rich.

| SPRING Smd OF CLOVER. 


The usual practice among farmers 
is to sow clover on the wheat in the 
spring. This is done in order that 
i the 3 wheat may shade the 
i you clover until the clover ia well 
}tooted and able te take care of it- 
self Not every farmer, however, 
secures a perfect stand of clover, as 
it is Impossible to cover the seeds. 
Some wheattelda are harrowed, and 
with benefit, but the ground is usual 
ly too wet to do so when the clover 
seed is sown, which should ‘he done 
very early. The cause of failure to 
) secure a good catch“ of clover may 
be due to inferior seed, te insufficient 
quantity of seed, to Washing by 
rains. to destruction by birds and to 
)eXposure to cold. Before the seed 
can germinate it must be covered, 
even if but slightly. Much of the 
seed is left on the surface, not being 
washed in by the rains, and is lost: 
| The two special fertilizers for clov- 
er are lime and potash.

The chief cause of failure with clo- 
ver is foul seed and imperfect pro- 
paration of the land. There are 
but few clover fields freo from 
weeds, the seeds of the weeds being 
harvested with the clover seed and 
sold to all points, only to 
the vil. The quantity of seed used 
is also too limited sometimes. It 
should be a rule to always use too 
rather than incur the 
risk of too little. It would be well

CURE OF BLOOD-POISONING. 


of Formalin Saved 
Woman's Life. 


When the discovery was first made 
that many, if not most, of the 
acute diseases that afflict mankind 
are due to the presence of bacteria 
of various kinds in the blood or the 
tissues of the body, it was believed 
that the great problem of medical 
science, that is to say, the cure of 
disease, was on the point of solu- 
tion. If disease is caused by mi- 
crobes, it was argued, it is neces- 
Sary only to kill the microbes and 
the disease will disappear. 

Nothing could sound more simple, 
but when it came to reducing this 
theory to practice it was made plain 
that the human body is not a test- 
tube ; that most substances which 
|

are destructive of the germs of dis- 
ease outside of the body are also 
if 
into the body in sufficient 
quantity to kill the microbes,-Thus 
the problem, although somewhat 
modified, was still far from a defin- 
ite solution. 

The search has not been abandon- 
ed, however, and every little while 
discoveries are made which excite 
fresh hope af final victory. An 
event of recent occurrence has done 
much to inspire the fighters of dis- 
ease with renewed confidence. A 
woman in one of the hospitals of 
New York was at the point of 
death from a form of blood-poison- 
ing. Examination of her blood 
showed it to be swarming with the 
species of bacteria which is char- 
acteristic of that disease. Her 
physician, having tried all the usual 
methods of treatment without suc- 
cess, at last resorted to an injection 
of formalin—a powerful antiseptic— 
directly into the veins. 

Almost immediately the fever sub- 
sided, consciousness returned, and 
the vital forces rallied. ‘The woman 
was snatched from the very grasp of 
death, and is alive to-day. 

This is only one case, and is a 
slender foundation upon which to 
| build high hopes; for cases of seem- 
j ing resurrection no less miraculotis 
than this have been seen many: times 
when no treatment was employed. 
And even if further experience proves 
that a cure for this particular form 
ot Isleod-poisoning has been found, 
we shall still be far from a panacea 
for bacterial diseases. Nevertheless,

HOW THEY ARE TREATED IN 
DIFFERENT COUNTRIES. 


Great Diversity of Ways for Sup- 
pressing the Evil of In- 
toxication. 


Drunkards have been regularly 
blacklisted in Persia for at least 
twelve hundred years past. It is no 
joke, either, for the individual thus 
held up to opprobium. He is not 
permitted to enter any place of 
public amusement. When at prayers 
he must hold himself aloof trom 
the other members of the congrega- 
tion. Nor may he even frequent the 
bazaar in order to purchase pro- 
visions and other necessaries, ex- 
cept at certain stated hours and 
under police surveillance. More 
over, if after having been listed“ 
he agnin offends, he is punished with 
eighty lashes. There is no escape, 

delay. Provided only that 
the o Fuck is seized while in a 
state of intoxication, or while his 
breath smells of drink, the punish- 
ment ie inflicted forthwith. 

ven more harsh is the system in 
vogue among the wild clansmen of 
Albania and Montenegro. Drunk- 
enness is here regarded as a politi- 
cal rather than as a moral offence. 
It units a man for fighting. And 
this.“ in a region where fighting or at 
all events the cultivation of the 
ability to fight it required, is the 
prime duty of all good citizens, is 
unpardonable. Consequently the 
habitual toper is looked upon with 
loathing and contempt. It is recog- 
nized that he is alike a danger and 
a disgrace to his country and his 
clan. And in the end, if all at- 
tempts at reclamation are found to 
be vain, he is quietly assassinated 
by order of his chief. 


IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


the State does not take the trouble 
to blacklist its topers. Instead it 
blacklists all its citizens impartially, 
irrespective of age, sex, or social 
standing. Or, at all events, that 
is What the “Dispensary Law,. as 
it is called, amounts to in prac- 
tice. To begin with, all alsoholic 
liquor is deemed to be the property 
of the State. It is ‘‘dispensed’’ (not 
sold), by State officials, and the 
profits go to swell the State trea- 
sury. Any thirsty South Carolinan 
desiring a glass of beer or a dram 
of spirits, must first fill and sign 
an elaborate certificate stating his 
Place of residence, age and occupa- 
tion, together with the quantity of | 
liquor required. And, having done 
this, he must, if, personally un- 
known to the dispenser, produce 
some citizen of standing and repute 
to certify that he is neither a 
drunkard nor a minor. Ten, after | 
complying with all these formalities 
he may drink his dram. But not 
in the ‘‘dispensary.’’ No liquor is 
sold for consumption on the prem- 
ises. So he must carry it home in 
its sealed bottle, and consume it in 
silence and alone. No wonder that, 
under this regime, the number of 
public houses—we beg pardon, dis- 
pensaries —has been reduced by 
more than seventy-five per cent. in 
a few years. 

The State of Georgia gets over 
the difficulty by asking $10,000 per 
annum for a licensa There are, as 
a consequence, very few licenses, and 
not many drunkards. The town of 
Shiloh asks $20,000 a year for 
similar privilege. It has no drink- 
ing bars and no drunkards. A re- 
gister is, however, kept of those of 
its citizens who, in their journey- 
ings abroad, are known to have im. 
bibed not wisely but too well, and 
these are debarred for twelve! 
months thereafter from filling any 
public office. 

Several States, including Maine, 
Kansas, Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire, are nominally run“ on pro- 
hibition lines. That is to say, no 
liquor whatevér is supposed to be 
allowed to be sold. In practice, 
howéver, the enforcement of the 
strict letter of the law is found to 
be impossible ; and when it is per- 
sisted in, bloodshed is the almost

like civil war existed for several 
weeks on end at one time: and, | 
more recently, Mrs. Carrie Nation’s | 
saloon-smashing crusade“ provoked | 
in many districts more or less se- 
rious rioting. 

Iowa once succeeded in passing 
one of the most stringent liquor 
laws ever placed on any statute! 
book. Not only was all traffic in 
alcoholic drink absolutely forbidden, 
but even to consume it privately 
was adjudged an offencé. Moreover, | 
habitual drunkards were to be 
blacklisted offhand, and subject to 
double and treble penalties. But 
the law was disregarded from the 
very beginning, and a prominent 
temperance leader who attempted to 
enforce it was shot dead in the 
public street. Eventually a sort of 
Gilbert and Sullivan compromise } 
was arrived at, by which, under the | 
provisions of what is known as the 
Mulct Tax Act, persons wishing to 
break the law are permitted to do 
so with impunity on payment into 
the State coffers of a sum equival- 
ent to about $600 a year.

| Professor Robertson on Canada’s 
Butter and Cheese trade. 


Ottawa, April 2. 2,—-Prof. Robert- 
son, Dominion Dairy Commissioner, 
addressed the Agricultural Com- 
mittee yesterday on dairy matters. 
He pointed out that practically no- 
body was sending good butter to the 
old country except by cold storage. 
Creamery butter not going by cold 
storage would not feteh within two 
cents of what it would otherwise. 
In the North West, even with heavy 
freight charges, under well. organiz 
ed management, they were realiz- 
ing good prices for their butter. 
Going on he remarked that a change 
had taken place in the last few 
years in the tastes of English people 
as to tool. Today they wanted 
animal products ofa much milder 
flavour and cheese that was. soft 
and fatty. Cheese cured in a tem- 
perature under 60 degrees was 
worth more money in the market 
as there was less shinkage in it, 
and better flavour. Last year no 
less than 40 boxes were broken out 
of a consignment of 100 boxes ship- 
ped to Liverpool. In answer to a 
question as to whether the demand 
tor cheese had reached its limit, 
Prof. Robertson said he had heard 
that tor the past fifteen years, but 
it was not borne out by facts. The 
consumption of cheese was all a 
matter of quality. The English 
consumers would take all the cheese 
we could make if it Was dainty in 
quality. We could export cheese 
for the next fifteen years without 
giutting the market. 


Good Immigrants Coming te 
Canada. 


EVERY AVAILABLE SHIP Has TO BE 
USED To ACCOMMODATE THE RUSH. 


— 


There are at present on their way 
out to Canada no less than 6,000 im- 
migrants distributed on board the YS 
Allan, Elder and Dempster steam- 
ships. 

The Allan Line is using every 
available ship to accommodate those 
who desire to cross to Canada and 
are even diverting the steamships/|‘ 
which ordinarily operate between 
British and American ports. For 
instance the Corean sailed from 
Liverpool on Satarday last for Hali- 
fax and Philadelphia, in place of 
Philadelphia direct, She has on 
board 24 second cabin and 450 
steerage. These passengers will be 
landed at Halifax, after which the 
stenmer will proceed on her way to 
Philadel phia. 

On Friday last the Sardinian of 
the Allan Line sailed from Glasgow 
for Halifax with 208 second cabin 
and 260 steerage. On Saturday 


last the Allan Line steamship Laur-! 


entian sailed from Glasgow to New 
York. She has on board 28 first, 
234 second and 233 steerage pass- 
engers, bound for Canada. The 
Sicilian of the same line sailed from 
Liverpool on Saturday. She has 
280 second and 128 steerage pass- 
engers, all prospective settlers. 

On Friday last the Allan Line 
steamship Tunisian cleared from 
Moville with 155 first, 310 second 
and 1.122 steerage passengers. 
This makes a grand total of 8,202 
now on their way ont. 

The Elder-Dempster Company's 
steamer Lake Ontario sailed from 
Liverpool on the 29th of March with 
65 first and 1,200 steerage,all bound 
for Canada. She is due at St. John 
on the 8th or 9th. The Lake Mani-

It is with a feeling of uneasiness 
that British naval ekperts compare 
the shooting of which he complains 
with the recent performance of the 
Formidable, one of our finest and 
most modern battleships in the th 
Mediterranean, says the London 
Express. 

According to information received 
in private letters, this ship recently 
fred 27 rounds with her 12-inch 
guns at a target measuring 600 
square feet. The distance was 1500 
yards, a range so short that no 
battleship could safely engage at it 
on account of the torpedoes that 
might be aimed at her by the enemy. 
She only hit the target once. The 
Empress of India, we also learn, in 
recent firing only hit the target ten 
times out of 67 shots from her 6- 
inch guns.

GIRLS OPPOSE WEDLOCK. 
Organize to Resist Temptations to 
Marry. 

The unmarried women of the an- 
cient town of Guildford, the county 
seat of Surrey, England, have leaped 
into fame suddenly by an action 
which has caused London’s laughter 
to be echoed on the Paris boule- 
vards. They have formed a  “‘so- 
ciety for promoting man indifference

CLOVER, POTATOES, CORN. 


My system of crop rotation is te 
commence by preparing the land tor 
a crop of potatoes to follow clover. 
For main crop 1 plant potatoes 
about June 5, writes Mr. W. A. 
Eaton. I let the clover grow just as 
long as I dare and have time en- 
ough left to get my ground in good 
condition for planting. 1 let the 
clover grow as long as I can be- 
Cause it not only adds a far greater 
amount of vegetable matter to the 
soil, but, as is well known, clover is 
& great nitrogen gatherer, storing 
this Valuable material in its roots 
in the soil until the seed begging to 
form, when the larger part of the 
nitrogen is consumed in seed forma 
tion. Hence, if we would derive the 
greatest amount of good from the 
clover as a fertilizer, we must plow 
it under about the time it begins to 
bloom or very soon afterward. Séme 
stem to think to plow under a clover 
vod is nearly, if not quite as good 
a8 plowing under the green clover, 
but if the clover sod has matured « 
crop of seed the fall before, or just 
before being plowed under, it has 
lost much of thé nitrogen. 

I treat ground for corn in 
same manner as for potatoes as 
near as practicable. ough it has 
to be plowed so lier than for 
potatoes, know that some will 
say by the method I have outlined 
one is in danger of losing all the 
moisture the ground contained in the 
spring, but that has 

NOT BEEN MY EXPERIENCE. 

I have ten acres on my farm which 
row as good average crops as any 
land in this vicinity, and there nev- 
er has been a load of fertilizer put 
on it, either barnyard or commer- 
cial. This land has been farmed for 
40 consecutive years and has not 
missed a crop. I do not mean to 
decry the use of fertilizers in any 
form but merely make the statement 
to show what can be done by a pro- 
per crop rotation including clover. 

I follow my potatoes and corn 
with oata on heavier lands, getting 
the soil in as good shape as pos- 
sible with plow, disk harrow and 
Weeder. I always, or nearly always, 
treat the seed oats to kill smut 
con- 
amount of 

sow oats 


tains no appreciable 
smut. I nearly always 
of my own growing. 
After the onts are off, I plow the 
ground as soon as ssible, follow- 
ae with harrow, that the scattered 
oats may germinate. when subsequent 
harrowing will kill them. I harrow 
as often as possible and always try 
to harrow immediately after each 
shower to keep the moisture in the 
soil. About September 20 I sow 
Wheat and seed down agdin, sowing 
two quarts of timothy seed and six 
quarts of clover seed per acre. It 
in the spring I have any doubts 
about there being a good catch ot 
clover I sow as much more clover 
seed. One can nearly always tell by 
THE WEATHER CONDITIONS 
and observation whether there will 
be a catch of clover or not. 
Someone may say it makes it very 
expensive to sow the second seeding 
of clover, but experience says it is 
not so expensive as to miss the 
catch of clover, for if you do it will 
make a serious break in your series 
of rotation. I usually harvest one 


crop of hay and one of seed the first 


year after seeding. The second year 
I break up the meadow and plant to 
potatoes and corn again. 

I have paid as high as 89 a 
bushel for clover seed and lost it 
all ; but since I have followed the 
above method I raised from ten to 
thirty bushels of clover seed each 
year, which not only gives me 
plenty for my own use, but from 
it I also derive quite a revenue. 1 
have only about 80 acres of land 
under cultivation and plant about 
20 acres to corn and potatoes each 
year.

PEN PICTURE OF ENGLAND'S 
PUBLIC MAN. 


Knowledge of Affairs Displayed 
to a Visitor at the Colonial 
. Office. 


No Englishman to«lay ia more 
Written about, more admired, more 
bated than Joseph Chamberlain. 
Yet there is no Efiglishman less 
known. Here are two glimpses ot 
Mr. Chatmberlain’s personality and 
character ‘which show the man as he 
really isnot as he is painted by 
his enthusiastic friends and by his 
bitter foes, 

One foggy November morning in 
1001 a man from Jamaica met Mr. 
Chamberlain at the Colonial Office 
in London. He had just arrived 
from the West Indies, and Mr. 
Chamberlain sent for him because 
he desired werten information re- 
garding the poli “sie commercial 
conditions of those island The

name of Chamberlain loomed big on 
their placards ; it was on the lips of 
every passerby. 

Two nights before he had made a 
speech which caused bad blood be- 
tween Germany and England. Count 
von Bulow had just made 4 bitter 
reply, and everybody. was wondering 
whether Mr. Chamberlain would re- 
turn to the attack in another speech 
that evening. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Chapygerlain was 
quietly. sitting in his room at the 
Colonial Office, discussing with an 
insignificant colonist such details as 
the depth of water in the smaller 
harbors of Jamaica and the best 
Way to take the Jamaican peasant.

As the two talked, a private sec- 
retary, bearing a telegram, entered 
the room and said : Z 

“Mr. Balfour has wired, sir, ask- 
ing you to take his place at the 
meeting to-night. He is indisposed 
and cannot speak. He suggests that 
you should reply wo the German 
Chancellor.“ “Bs, 

Tell him I am sorry, but it is im- 
possible, Mr. Chamberlain answer- 
ed. I am busy this morning with 
this gentleman from Jamaica and 
cannot prepare anything. To-night I 
have to see a gentleman from Cey- 
lon. 

Could you not postpone that?“ 
the secretary ventured to suggest. 

Amposstble, said Mr. Chamber- 
lain, sharply. He has come thou- 
sands of miles to see me, and, in my 
case, colonial business takes pre- 
cedence of everything else. 

Herein lies the secret of Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s power. He never spares 
himself trouble; he goes to the 
roots of things, and he is not moved 
a hair's breadth by the wind of 
popular clamor. Europe may shriek 
if it cares to, but he goes right on, 
unrumed with his day’s work. 

Mr, Chamberlain 
colonial visitor in a large, hand- 
somely-furnished room, hung with 
portraits of former Colonial Minis- 
ters. Unlike the ofilces of most Brit- 
ish Cabinet Ministers, it was abso- 
lutely destitute of official papers or 
any signs of work. 

Mr. Chamberlain does not 
himself with the work of a secre- 
tary, like many politicians. He sits 
down comfortably in an easy chair, 
with a cigar, thinks for a moment, 
gives a few sketchy orders to an 
amanuensis—and the thing is done.

LEAST WORRY OR FUSS, 


The private secretary introduced 
the visitor and Mr. Chamberlain 
Was extremely cordial. It is com- 
monly supposed by those who have 
not mot him that his manner is 
brusque and cold ; but, as a fact, 
there is no public man more court- 
eous. He has a distinct personal 
charm, and at times he displays an 
almost pathetic eagerness to please. 
This was shown at the outset of the 
talk. 

“Will you have a cigar 2“ he ask- 
ed. “They are from your © own 


colony, and you will agree with me 


that the Jamaican cigars are 
best in tho world.“ 

It was possible to keep from 
wondering whether be kept other 
boxes in his desk filled with Trin- 
chinopoly cheroots for visitors from 
Ceylon and Borneo cigars for the 
men from Borneo. 

“Let me introduce you to the 
Earl of Onslow,’’ he proceeded, we 
try to look after the colonies as well 
as we can together“ 5 

The contrast between thé two men 
Was remarkable. Mr. Chamberlain’s 
face was alive with cager, intense 
intelligenes. None of his photo- 
graphs does him justice. He looks 
like a man who is pure brain, with- 
out an ounce of the animal, and he 
is much better looking than he is 
represented to be. At first sight he 
seems not more than 45, but a little 
scrutiny reveals that his jet-black 
hair is dyed and that in other ways 
art has repaired the ravages of 
time. Ne is precise about his per- 
sonal appearance, and appeared on 
this occasion as if he had just been 
turned out of a bandbox. 

Lord Onslow, on the other hand, 
was slovenly dressed. His get-up 
was more like a petty shopkeeper’s 
than a statesman’s. His face was 
heavy and gloomy, his expression 
dull, his conversation feeble and — ill- 
informed. Yet he had governed 
great British colonies and held the 
post of Under-Secretary of State for 
the Colonies.

Lord Onslow could not conceal his 
admiration. 

„ Pon my word, Chamberlain,” 
aid, vou seem to know 
thing about every colony there is. 
How do you manage it 

“It is simple enough, Onslow,” 
was the quiet reply. “I only know 
what one in my position ought to 
know. One Works, that’s all. Don't 
vou ever redd despatches 7°’ 

Presently, Lord Onslow was moved 
to emulation, and began to make 
suggestions on his own account. 
They were talking about the | new 
subsidized steamship service, and he 
urged that the veseela should be 
gent to a certain town in Jamaica. 

“It is an excellent idea, my dear 
Onslow,. said Mr. Chamberlain, 
un Satirical smile. The only 
objection is that the steamers would 
have to sail overland to get 


Lord Onslow collapsed and said no 
more throughout the interview. 

The Colonial visitor told Mr. 
Chamberlain that the British colon- 
ies in the West Indies Were falling 

and more every yoar under the 
1 sway of the United 
States, all es regarded imports 
amd exports. ‘ 

There's nothing the matter with 
that, he replied. We are not 
jealous. On the contrary, we ought 
to feel grateful to America for re- 
viving the fallen fortumés of those 
distressed colonies.. We are glad to 
offer America a fair fleld in our pos 
sestions, and more than glad to 
welcome her entrance into the field 
of colonial enterprise, as I remarked 
in a recent article. There is plenty 
of room for all of us in the immense 
talk of civilizing the tropics, but, I 
fear, Amgrica will find the work a 
great deal harder than she ever 
dreamed of. In dealing with people 
like those in the Philippines she will 
have to modify the principles of 
government niaterially. I see no 
hope for tropical ‘civilization except 
jin benevolent, firm, practical des- 
}potic government. Seclf-covernment 
is a hopeless proposition.”’ 

After some further talk, Mr. 
Chamberlain asked why the best men 
in the West Indian colonies took no 
part in politics. 

Because they are exposed to vul- 
gar abuse if they do,“ was the re- 
ply. Mud is flung at them by the 
butcketful.’’ 

HE SMILED BITTERLY. 


“If we thought of that, would any 
of us be in politics ? I have had 
mud flung at me from the days when 
I first went into local polities- in 
Birmingham. A man must simply do 
his work, disregard the abuse and 
never trouble 
told about him. 

A few evenings later the visitor 
met Mr. Chamberlain again under 
markedly different circumstances. 
He went down to a Stepney slum to 
take part in an entertainment given 
to the ‘Submerged Tentk.““ C 
away, in company with an East d 
Parson, he saw a man go into a 
tenement house. 

“Why that’s Mr. Chantberlain !“ 
he exclaimed, in astonishnient. 

Certainly, said the parson. “‘He 
often comes here. He is most char- 
itable.

He supports a family 
in that house. Tha man broke his 
leg, and they might starve but for 
Mr. Chamberlain.“

of iron! The man without bowels 
of compassion ! The 1 
of politics | Is it possible 7 Wha 
would the Radical papers say if

He doesn’t want them to know,“ 
replied the preacher. He likes to 
do his good deeds under the rose. 
He puts on that cold, passionless, 
unsympathetic mask which the 
world knows so well ; but at heart 
be is the most benevolent and 
Christian of men. In Birmingham 
and London he personally relieves an 
immense amount of distress. Let 
us go in and see him.“ 

The two entered the house and 
found Mr. Chemberlain in a small 
room upstairs, where the sick man 
Was lying on a small pallet. The 
statesman Was talking cheerily to 
the wife, telling her that her hus- 
band would soon be well again. 

He had brought food and money 
for her, and a bottle of wine and 
some(cigars for the sufferer. He 
asked after the children, by name, 
made himself thoroughly at home, 
and displayed a keen interest in the 
woman's talk about her hous:hold 
troubles. 

When he saw the new arrivals he 
greeted them warmly and asked the 
West Indian not to write anything 
about meeting him there. The West 
Indian refused to promise, saying 
that it ough to be known. 

It would correct. the popular im- 
pression af vou,“ the parson added. 

„Well, it’s my owh affair,” said 
Mr. Chamberlain. The public has 
nothing to do with it.“ 

This side of Mr. Chamberlain's 
character, which is better known in 
Birmingham than in London, goes 
far to explain his popularity in the 
great midland city. .

Troops Fire at Strikers Who As- 
sembled in City. 


A Rome despatch says — Owing to 
the demonstrations of the strikers 
foreigners. are deserting the city as 
rapidly a& possible. This alone will 
mean a daily loss to the boarding 
house keepers of 610,000. Five 
hundred French pilgrims who ar- 
rived on Wednesday were trans- 
ported in all manner of wagons 
and carte. The party arrived at the 
Guribuldi bridge just as a detach- 
ment of cavalry charged a mob and 
a scene of indescribable confusion en- 
sued. About noon the strikers 
gathered on the Corso Vittorio Em- 
anuele. The troops charged, — fired 
three volleys and dispersed them. 
About a dozen men were reported to 
have been wounded. The Government 
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tor has determined to have a sufficient 


force of troops on hand to maintain 
order under any circumstances, and 
has issued instructions to send ten 
more battalions of troops to Rome.

When the discorecy was firet made 
that many, if not most, of the 
acute diseases that afflict mankind 
are due to the presence of bacteria 
of various kinds in the blood or the 
tissues of the body, it was believed 
that the great problem of medical 
science, that is to say, the cure of 
disease, was on the point of solu- 
tion. If disease is catised by — 
crobes, it Was argued, it is neces- 
sary only to kill the microbes and 
the disease will disappear. \* 

Nothing could sound more simple, 
but when it came to reducing this 
theory to practice it was made plain 
that the human body is not a test~- 
tube ; that most substances which 
are destructive of the germs of dis- 
ease outside of the body are also 
injurious or even fatal to man .

For general family 
use the cornmeal is probably to be 
preterred, but corn flour may be 
used in the preparation of some 
dishes where the meal would not 
produce as good results. 

Blanc mange from corn flour is 

as followa : Let one pint of 
milk come to a boil. Mix one table- 
spoon of corn flour with a little 
cold milk and slowly stir into the 
boiling milk. Add one wil beaten 
egg and cook until thick, stirring 
constantly to keep from scorching or 
getting lumpy. Season with a pinch 
of salt and teaspoon of vanilla. 
Mould and serve with cream and 
sugar. 

Breakfast MufSns—One pint of corn 
flour, one tablespoon of sugar, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one table- 
spoon butter, one egg, one and one- 
half cups sweet milk and a pinch of 
galt. Bake in muffin pans. 

Corn Bread—One cup yellow corn- 
meal, one and one-half cups flour, 
two teaspoonfuls baking powder, 
one tablespoonfvl butter, one and 
one-half cups sweet milk. Volks ot 
two eggs. Bake in square shallow 
pan about one-half hour. 

Hominy Griddle Cakes—To one 
pint of warm boiled hominy add a 
pint. of milk and flour enough 
to make a thin batter. Beat up two 
eggs and stir them thoroughly into 
the batter. Add a little salt. Then 
fry as usual. Serve with syrup or 
sugar and cream (thick). 

Fried Pudding-—-Take the cold 
breakfast porridge, cut into slices, 
dip into egg and fry on the griddle 
like Indian pudding or hominy. 
Serve with butter or syrup. 

Boiled Indian Pudding.— Warm to- 
gether. one pint of molasses and one 
pint of milk, add one pound of 
chopped suct, four eggs well beaten, 
one teaspoonful of cinnamon, half of 
a nutmeg and the grated rind of one 
lemon. Mix thoroughly and add 
meal endugh to make a thick batter. 
Dip a pudding cloth in boiling wa- 
ter, wring slightly, dredge with 
flour and pour the mixture in. Tie 
up, allowing room to swell, 
Boil three hours. Serve with 
sauce. 

Corn Rread—Süft one quart 
meal, mix in two teaspoonfuls 
baking powder, one tcaspoonful 
salt, a tablespoonful of butter, 
quart of sweet milk and four well- 
beaten eggs. Put in a shallow 
greased pan and bake in a slow

Corn Muffins—One pint of corn- 
meal, one pint of flour, one table- 
spoonful of sugar, one teaspoonful of 
lard, two eggs, one pint. of milk.

Lady Carew made 8

Good Bread—Take four pounds of 
flour and one cupful of yeast.

Mix all to a stig dough at night 
and keep warm to rise. In the 
morning knead it down and let it 
rise again. When nearly risen, cut 
pieces from it the size of a loaf anid 
mould lightly on a board for the 
pans, using only a sprinkling of 
flour to prevent sticking to the 
board. Cover the pans when. the 
loaves are ready and set in a warm 
place to rise for the oven. When 
sufficiently light bake and vou will 
have a most delicious bread, and 
bread that does not dry quickly. 

Stewed Apples—To stew apples so 
each quarter is unbroken and so 
clear one can almost see through it 
is an art, and yet it is a simple 
thing to do if one only knows how. 
Peel tart apples very thin, cut them 
in quarters and remove the cores 
and seeds. As fast as you can peel 
and quarter them drop the apples in 
@ saucepan in which you have al- 
ready placed cold water to the 
depth of two inches. When the ap- 
ples are all in, 
over a slow fire, cover it till the wa- 
ter reaches the boiling point, then 
remove the cover and let the apples 
simmer almost imperceptibly till you 
can pierce them easily with a broom 
splint; then sprinkle the sugar over 
them and let, them just simmer until 
it is all melted. Remove the sauce- 
pan from the fire and let it stand 
where the apples will get cold be- 
foce turning them into a dish . for 
the table.

SWEET PEAS. 


“The sweet pen is a peculiar 
plant, says Eben E. Kexford, “‘i 
and requires treat- 
ment quite unlike that given other 
plants if we would have it do its 
| best. It must be planted very early 
Das soon, in fact, as the ground can 
bo dug up to receive the seed. This 
|because it is a plant that does bet- 

heat, 
jand the conditions which prevail in 
spring are precisely those best #uit- 
it in getting a start. It it 
form strong roots before the hot 
Weather is upon us, and these roots 
are deep in the soil, where they will 
remain moist and cool, we may ex- 
pect fine flowers, and a great many 
of them, but if we give it a shallow 
planting, which brings its roots 
near the surface, and a late one, 
which obliges it to get ite start in 
Weather not to its liking, we 
not wonder if it disappoints us. The 
plan 1 follow with it is this: In 
April I dig V-shaped trenches about 
ix inches deep. I sow the seed in 
| the bottom of these about an ineh 
apart. I cover it with about an 
inch of soil, which I press down 
| Srmly. When the plants have grown 
to a height of three inches I fll in 
about them with some of the soil 
thrown out from the trench. I con- 
tinue to do this at intervale as the 
vines reach up until the trench is 
auen. In this way I succeed in get- 
pee, the roots of the plants deep in 
cool, moist soil. The best trellis for 
them is one made by fastening coarse 
meshed wire netting to posts. It 
should be at least six feet wide, as 
the sweet pea makes a rampant 
‘growth under favorable circum- 
stances. In order to assure a 
| bountiful crop of flowers throughout 
the season it is absolutely necessary 
bey prevent the formation of seed. 
Go over the vines daily and*remove 
every flower past its prime. If this 
advice is followed, we can have fine 
flowers, and plenty of them, from 
June to November.“

ACCOUNT OF ITS HISTORY.

Among the 
furniture ie the writing-desk given 
by Henry VIII. to Anne Boleyn on 
their wedding-day; also an old Vene- 
tian chair used by the Doges and 
dated 1670.

The King’s collection of feather 
cloaks is valued at $50,000. They 
are composed of gold, black, and 
crimson feathers from the wings of 
a now extinct species of parrot. and 
were given to George IV. by the 
King of the Sandwich Islands in 
1824. Some of the feathers are 30 
minute as to make each cloak a 
marvel of ingenuity. Another 
sure which at one time belonged 
a savage potentate is Tippoo Sa- 
hib's eagle, taken from his throne at 
Seringapatam. The bird, nearly 
life-size, is of solid gold ; the beak 
and wings are tipped with diamonds. 
There is also a gold tiger's head 
from thé same source, the cyes of 
which are of priceless crystal. 

Not fer away may be found the 
collection of walking-sticka King 
Edward inherited from his mother,

and many of them of great value. 
One of these, purchased at the Cul 
loden sale in 1897, is carved to re- 
present Wisdom and Polly, $800 
having been paid for it.

You Might Support a Peerage on | 
an Income of $50,- i

William Pitt once recommended to 
George III. that any man with an 
income of $100,000 a year should be 
made a peer if he so desired. 

It would be possible, according to | 
an English paper, to support à peer- 
age on an income much less than 
that. Indeed, many a peer of re- 
cent creation, as well as of ancient 
date, is able to maintain his dignity 
with . great suceess on $50,000 a 
year or even less, But the un- 
avoidable initial expenses which a 
peer is called upon to defray total 
up at the very least close on 84. 
000. 5 
First of all, there are big fees to 
be paid. There are five grades of 
nabilit baron, viscount, earl, mar- 
quis and duke. The fee of a baron 
is $750, of a viscount $1,000, of an 
earl $1,250, of a marquis $1,500, 
and of a duke — the highest, rank in 
the peerage-—-$1,750. Part of these 
fees goes to the national exchequer 
and part to support the College of 
Arms in Queen Victoria street, by 
which all questions of arms and her- 
aldry are decided, 

It is a singular fact that when 
Wellington took his seat in the 
House of Lords for the first time, 
on Juno 28, 1814, he was a baron, 
a viscount, an earl, a marquis and 
a uke all rolled into one. 


» WHAT WELLINGTON PAID. 


These dignitios had been conferred 
upon him from time to time in their 
order by distinct grants for his ser- 
vices during -the g War with 
France, and it was only when, on 
the overthrow of Napoleon, the last 
and highest patent of nobility was 
bestowed that he was able to take 
his seat in the House of Lords. The 
combined fees which Wellington had 
to pay for the five patents of no- 
bility amounted to $6,250. 

A peer must wear the robes of his 
rank in the peerage on his introdue- 
tion to the House of Lords. These 
robes are made of scarlet cloth, 
slashed. with ermine, the wearer's 
rank in the peerage being denoted by | 
the number of bars of white fur 
which traverse the rohe back and 
front. A duke displays four bars of 
ermine, q marquis three and a hall, 
an earl three, a viscount.two, and a 
baron one. Each robe costs be- 
tween 8200 and 8250. 

Then there is the coronet. The 
occasions are rare upon which peers 
are called upon to wear their crowns 
are called upon to wear their | 
crowns.

If the color of the 
water in the bottle remains for 
twelve hours unchanged from the 
rose-purple it assumed when the per- 
manganate potassium was first add- 
ed, it may be considered free from 
organic contamination.

The Duties of a Journalist. 

Mr. J. F. Mackay, in a well-written 
article on Journalism“ in the last 
issue of the Printer and Publisher, To- 
ronto, umkes the following excellent 
ooint, us to the duties of a journalist 
as well as the duties of the citizen, 
The point is applicable in Madoc as 
well as in other places : 

The fact must never be lost sight of 
that the press, as at present consti- 
tuted, isa commercial venture; that 
its veryexistence is as dependent upon 
the business methods and the policy it 
adopts as is that of a bank ora dry 
goods store, This being the case, let 
the public take heed lest they ask too 
much of the journalist when they ask 
him to put himself in the very fore- 
front of the fight against all forms of 
evil, supply his own weapons of de- 
fence and attack and take his chances 
on the legions falling in behind him. 
Jam not trying toargue that the press 
has not grave and responsible duties 
to perform as a leader of public opinion.

And 
let each citizen beware lest he is try- 
ing to shift to the press a portion of 
the burden he should bear upon his 
ewn shoulders. How often has this 
little drama been heard in every news- 
paper office : ö 

Citizen (with an axe to grind, but 
carefully hiding it): Why do you 
not write up Soand-So? It is a scan- 
dal the way he conducts himself. He 
is n public official, and you ought to 
dress him down.“ 

Editor: That is so. I have felt 
that way myself forsome time. Now, 
just to get the matter started you 
write a letter over your own signature 
and then Iwill take it up editorially.” 

Citizen: “Oh, no. I could not 
think of doing that. His family buy

The Registrar points out certain 
facts, which Have been substantiated 
by the information he has collevted. 
He says: 

Cancer is spread or generated by 
unwholesome food in dwellings Which 
are generally in an unsanitary con- 
dition. Wounds and injuries are 
sometimes provocative of the dis 
ease, as is irritation of the lips by 
excessive smoking; but cancer gen- 
erally seems to be a constitutional 
disease. Where om member of a fa- 
mily kas been affected by cancer, 
others often sufler with tuberculosts, 
and sometimes even with epilepsy, 
lunacy and idiocy. In many cases it 
is hereditary, and also to a certain 
extent infectious. It has been con 
tracted through the lips by ustng the 
pipes of suwerers. More than one 
case hes been observed to occur in 
diferent families living in the same 
house, or among those who go from 
one occupation to another, so I 
seem to be justified in concluding 
that the disease is to some extent 
contagious and infectious."’

THE BUDGHT SPEECH.

OVER 10,000 TRAITORS.

At the time of the war 
there were in Natal some’ 900,000 
Britishers, of whom 33.688 were 
Europeans.

Ot 
these, 27,667 were born in England, 
6,646 in Scotland, and 4,184 in Ire- 
land, while 6,540 were Germans 
The total white population number 
ed 376,987, of whom 195,956 were 
males.

WATER SUPPLY. 


One of the great needa upon most 
of our farms is a reliable supply of 
Water, purer Water than is now 
obtainable at all seasons. When the 
farmer has to drive his stock a half 
mile or more twice a day that he 
may satisfy their thirst, or when he 
must harness up the team to bring 
home water in barrels from the 
pond for family use, it is an en- 
pense that means a loss to him for 
the season. When his crops fail be- 
cause of a drought especially it it 
happens to crops upon which he has 
expended much money and labor, 
there is another loss. When his fam- 
ily must drink the water from the 
wells into which surface water runs, 
laden not only with filth, but per- 
haps with germs of typhoid fever 
or other diseases, it may mean a 
loss of a year's profits. Vet all 
these were within the experience of 
farmers last year, and in most cases 
they might have been avoided by a 
little care and forethought at an 
expense far less than the loss that 
ensued, 

How can the supply of water be 
obtained? There are more ways 
than one or two. First, it is an 
old . adage that the roof of any 
building receives water enough to 
satisfy the wants of all the animals 
it shelters. This may not be 
strictly true while more than one 
floor is filled with them, but this is 
not an ordinary custom on farms. 
A good cistern near each building, 
with roots and water pipes kept 
clean, should give enough water to 
supply the farm stock. 


ORCHARD CULTURE, 


The Nebraska experiment .station 
has just issued a bulletin entitled 
“Experiments in Orchard Culture.“ 
It gives the results of tests conduct- 
ed during the past two years, show- 
ing the effects of various methods of 
culture on the growth and winter 
killing of young orchard trees. 

“It was found that careful cultiva- 
tion during the spring and early 
summer conserves soil moisture and 
produces a thrifty growth of young 
trees. Good cultivation in early 


summer can often be given by grow- 


ing some cultivated crop like vege- 
tables or corn, in the orchard. Un- 
cultivated crops like grass or small 
grain dry the ground early in the 
summer and injure young trees very 
seriously in that state. 

Cultivation continued late in fall 
may cause growth to continue very 
late and is often responsible for 
winter-killing of tender trees. Cover 
crops sown in mid-summer cause 
trees to ripen their wood early, in 
preparation for winter, and do not 
injure them like grain crops grown 
in early summer. 

Late cultivation, by leaving the 
ground bare, may increase the tend- 
ency toward 
winters, while cornstalks, cover- 
crops, etc., protect tree roots against 
severe freezing. Late growing cover- 
crops or any method of culture that 
leaves the ground very dry in fall 
will increase the danger of root in- 
jury.

But the 
baker's fingers are the best gauge, 
and when you come to think of the

MASSAGED HIS HEART. 


And Set It Going Again After It 
Had Run Down. 


At a recent clinic in England 
Operator actually started a man's 
heart working after its funct¥ons 
had ceased by massaging the vital 
organ with his hands. It was at a 
meeting of the Society of Anesthet- 
ists in England the other day that 
Dr. E. A. Starling reported this oc 
curtence, 

The case was one of appendicitis. 
The patient Was a man of 65 yours 
of age. Ether and nitrous oxide 
were the anacsthetics employed to 
tender him unconscious. It is al- 
Ways considered a risky matter to 
use the knife exclusively upon a ber- 
Son over GU, and in this instance 
the operators were well prepared for 
emergencies, Therefore, when, after 
the operation had proceeded for 
some minutes, the subject's pulse 
began to slacken and his breath to 
come very faintly there Was no 
flurry among the surgeons or nurses 
assisting. At first they tried artifi- 
cial respiration, drawing the tongue’ 
in and out to induce Lesumplion of 
the natural functions. But the lunes 
failed to respond, and finafly both 
Pulse and respiration ceased. 

Then the surgeon, W. Arbuthnot 
Lane, pushed his hand up through 
the abdominal wound and grasped 
the motionless heart through the 
diaphragm. He squewed it and felt 
it start pulsating, though no radi- 
cal pulse could be felt. Ar iGcial 
respiration aml other restoratives 
Werte continued, and in about twelve 
Mintties natural respiration 
peared and the pulse 
ceptible at the wrist. 

Atter that the surgeon « ieldaxl his 
knife as before the interruption and 
preceeded to complete his werk in 
businesslike fashion. He did not use 
an anaesthetic while performing the

It is interpsting new to note 
that in the list of exports for the 
first quarter of Yhe present be ul 
year fish stood sixth and luner 
seventh, animals and their produce 
and products of the mines in first 
amd second places respectively, e- 
placing fish and lumber, which were 
formerly the only two really im- 
portant staple exports of the Do- 
intnion. Although there has been a 
remarkable expansion in nearly all 
depurtinents of Canadian trade the 
past year or two, the greatest do- 
velopment has been in connection 
with the iron and steel industries 
and in agriculture. When the end of 
the current halfyear is reached it 
will be found that the resulta of the 
operations in then branches of in- 
dustry have caused very sabetan- 
tial additions to the domestic trade 
of the country.—Japan Mail.
